Mr o Chairman, Ladles  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the 

sanitary  conditions  and  the  state  of  the  public  health  in  the  Brecknock 
Rural  District  during  the  year  1962. 

In  this  report  I have  endeavoured  to 
deal  briefly  with  all  matters  within  my  responsibility  with  regard  to 
public  health  and  preventive  medicine  and  I have  included  comments  on 
all  matters  specifically  requested  in  Circular  l/63(Wales)  by  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Healths 

Section  1.  General  and  Vital  Statistics 0 
Area.  189,532  acres. 

The  Rural  District  of  Brecknock, which  has  an  area 
of  189,532  acres  is  a large  district  in  the  County  of  Breconshire.lt  is 
situated  mainly  in  the  northern  part  of  the  County  and  consists  of 
rather  more  than  one  third  of  the  total  size  of  the  County. 

The  district  is  agricultural  in  nature  and  farming 
is  the  predominant  occupation  of  the  inhabitants 0 It  contains  a new 
National  Park  consisting  of  the  Brecon  Beacons  and  surrounding 
countryside .There  are  are  no  large  towns  in  the  area  and  the  adminis- 
trative offices  are  situated  in  the  Borough  of  Brecon.

The  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  18.0 
The  district  rate  was  therefore  lower  than  the  national  average  but 
very  much  higher  than  the  district  deathrate, which  was  a very 
satisfactory  feature.

Section  2.  General  Provisions  of  Health  Services. 

Public  Health  Off jeers .There  was  no  change  In  your  Public  Health 

Officers  during  the  year.  Mr.W.J.Rees  remained 
as  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Mr.R.Taylor  as  your 
Additional  Public  Health  Inspector. 
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Laboratory  Fa c ±1 it ies. During  the  year  laboratory  facilities  were 

available  at  Cardiff , Newport, Carmarthen, Swansea, 
Aberystwyth  and  Brecon. Water  samples  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Carmarthen  whilst  any  investigation  required  in  the  contro 
of  infectious  disease  was  performed  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Cardiff .All  the  milk  sampling  including  milk  examined  for  the  presence 
of  tuberculosis  was  done  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cardiff. 

Nursing  Facilities .The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  provision 

of  ambulance  facilities, home  nursing, maternity  and 
child  welfare, immunisation, and  the  treatment  of  minor  ailment s, dental, 
eye  and  orthopaedic  defects. 

Hospitals .The  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  district, for  all 
diseases  apart  from  infectious  disease, are  provided  by  the 
Brecon  War  Memorial  HospitalrA  certain  number  of  patients  are  also 
treated  in  the  large  hospitals  situated  in  Cardiff  and  Swansea. 

The  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease 
remains  the  same  as  in  previous  years .Merthyr  Borough  Council  treat  the 
patients  from  the  district  suffering  from  infectious  disease  and  these 
are  conveyed  to  Merthyr  in  ambulances  maintained  by  Merthyr  Borough 
Council. These  arrangements  are  proving  extremely  satisfactory. 

For  the  treatment  of  cases  of  smallpox  arrangements  have  been 
made  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  beds  to  be  available  at  the 
Penrhys  Hospital, Rhondda . 

Disinfect  ion. In  the  main  the  methods  used  for  any  disinfection 
required  have  been  fumigation  and  spraying. 

S ection  5.  Sanitary  Circumstances • 

Water  Supplies  .Due  to  elevation  approximately  80,i  of  the  properties 

in  the  Rural  Area  are  supplied  with  treated  water  by 
means  of  gravitation  from  the  mains  of  the  South-East  Breconshire 
Water  Board, 

Owing  to  the  higher  elevations  of  the  majority  of  the 
remainder  of  the  properties  it  would  be  necessary  to  provide  small 
booster  pumps  to  pump  the  water .However, many  of  the  owners  of  such 
properties  are  constructing  their  own  supplies  - grant  aided  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture, Fisheries  and  Food  - and  are  drawing  wator 
direct  from  the  "eyen  of  the  springs. 

Before  this  water  can  be  used  a satisfactory  standard 
must  be  obtained  and  to  this  end  samples  of  the  water  are  taken  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  forwarded  to  the  laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

Advice  is  given  on  the  precautions  to  bo  taken  and  the 
maintenance  necessary  to  ensure  a wholesome  supply  of  water  for 
domestic  purposes  at  all  times. Unfortunately  such  supplies  are  untreated 
and  once  installed  maintenance  is  forgotten  in  most  cases  until  the 
water  supply  is  suspected  as  being  the  cause  of  illness  in  the  family. 

The  number  of  inspections  of  water  supplies  was, ................ .45. 

Thirty  six  samples  of  water  were  examined  during  the  year .All  Council 
samples  were  satisfactory,  10  of  the  private  supplies  were  not. 

There  are  two  small  independent  village  supplies  in  the 
Rural  Area  - one  of  which  is  chlorinated  and  the  other  untreated. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  from  both  supplies  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  both 
supplies  were  regarded  to  have  been  satisfactory  in  quantity. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  South-East  Breconshire  Water 
Board  regional  mains  is  derived  from; 

a.The  Trinant  Stream  above  Cwmwysg  in  the  West .This  supply  is  pi  umbo 
solvent  and  lime  and  chlorine  are  added  at  the  Treatment  Works  at 
Port  Is . 
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b.The  Newport  Corporation's  Waterworks  at  the  Aber, Talybont ,f rom 
where  it  is  purchased  in  hulk. This  supply  is  not  plumb o solvent. 

Samples  of  the  water  are  taken  daily  at  both  Treatment  Works  for 
solvent  action, and  any  necessary  action  taken. 

When  contamination  is  found; 

a.  With  Private  Supplies.  - the  boiling  of  water  is  advised  until 
remedial  measures  are  carried  out  to  obtain  a wholesome  supply, 

b. Wlth  the  Regional  Mains.  - the  attention  of  the  Engineer/ Clerk 
of  the  South  East  Breconshire  Water  Board  is  drawn  to  the  fact# 

Drainage  and  Sewerage .The  arrangements  for  sewerage  disposal  in  the 

Rural  Area  are  reasonably  adequate. 

Work  was  commenced  with  the  sewage  disposal  schemes  for  the  villages 
of  Bwlch  and  Aber.lt  was  hoped  that  these  would  be  completed  in  1962, 
but, owing  to  certain  circumstances, they  were  not. 

Properties  Connected  to  Main  Drainage. 

The  response  of  owners  to  arrange  for  their  properties  to  be 
connected  to  the  Council’s  new  sewers  is  fairly  satisfact ory.During 
1962  the  following  number  of  properties  were  provided  with  main 
drainage .

On  the  whole  it  can  be  said  that  the  general  standard  of  cleanliness 
observed  was  sat isf actory . On  no  occasion  has  it  been  found  necessary 
to  serve  a notice  on  any  person  engaged  in  the  food  trade. 

There  was  no  educational  activity  in  connection  with  food  In  the 
district  during  the  year  but  in  the  normal  course  of  their  duties 
the  Public  Health  Inspect ors, in  their  discussions  with  persons 
engaged  in  the  food  trade, emplasised  the  importance  of  the  need  for 
the  highest  standard  of  hygienic  principle  in  the  preparation  and  sale 
of  foodstuffs  to  the  public. 

School  Canteens. Visits  were  made  to  and  inspections  made  of  school 

canteens  and  dining  rooms, The  attention  of  the  Brecon- 
shire Education  Committee  was  drawn  to  those  premises  which  did  not 
come  up  to  the  required  standard  by  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 1955, 
with  a request  that  such  improvements  as  were  necessary  be  carried  out , 

Meat  Inspect ion. The  owner  of  the  slaughterhouse  had  carried  out  the 

necessary  alterations  to  bring  the  standard  of  the 
building  up  the  requirements  of  the  regulations.

All  of  the  above  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  tuberculosis  and 
brucelle  abortus, one  only  giving  a positive  Brucella  test. 

The  result  of  these  samples  were  sent  to  the  Milk  Sub-Committee  of 
the  Ministry  at  Brecon. 

A school  milk  supply  in  the  Council* s area  was  reported  infected  with 
brucella  abortus  as  a result  of  a laboratory  "ring  test”. This  test  is 
a quick  test  applied  to  samples  of  milk  because  the  biological  test 
i.c,  the  guinea  pig  inoculation  examination  takes  about  five  weeks* 

On  my  instructions, this  supply  of  milk  to  the  school  wag  stopped 
and  an  alternate  supply  was  arranged  as  a temporary  measure, In  the 
meantime  arrangements  were  made  for  all  the  milk  produced  at  the  farm 
concerned  to  be  heat  treated  at  the  Creamery. 

Individual  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  all  the  milking  cows  of 
the  herd  and  submitted  for  biological  examinat ion.The  guinea  pig 
tests  proved  negative  and  the  producer  routine  returned  to  normal*

Services  Generally. In  order  to  make  a comprehensive  review  of  all  the 

existing  services  provided  by  the  Council  with  the 
view  to  the  possible  re-organisation  of  existing  services  and  the 
provision  of  improved  and  additional  amenities  such  as  housing, refuse 
collect ion, installation  of  improved  house  drainage  systems, the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  & Surveyor  is  conducting  a postal  survey  of 
the  whole  area. 

Such  information  when  collated  and  finalised  will 
be  submitted  to  the  Council  in  due  course. 

Section  6,  Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  Disease. 

No  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  were  reported  to  me  during 
the  year .This  is  the  first  time  I have  been  able  to  report  this  since 
I came  to  Breconshire  in  March  1940, 

Venereal  Disease. The  County  Council  has  an  agreement  with  the  General 

and  Eye  Hospital, Swansea, for  the  treatment  of  these 
cases.

As  a result  of  the  new  Health  Act, the  County 
Council  are  responsible  for  the  immunisation  of  children  against 
diphtheria  and  details  for  the  district  will  be  found  In  the  annual 
report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  in  the  district  during  the  year. 
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It  is  pleasing  to  see  that  the  incidence  of  diphtheria  continues 
to  fall.  The  object  of  the  immunisation  campaign  however, remains  the 
same:  to  secure  the  immunisation  of  not  less  than  of  babies  before 
their  first  birthday.  It  must  be  remembered  that  diphtheria  still  kills 
and  that  elimination  of  the  disease  Is  conditional  upon  an  adequate 
level  of  immunisation  being  maintained.  If  parents  leave  their  children 
unprotected  there  may  be  a return  of  diphtheria  outbreaks.
